SIXTH DETACHMENT

A S unwelcome as kitchen police is the detail of writing the history' of the Sixth 
Detroit Detachment, Air Service, Aircraft Production. It involves so little 
^ of what the public regards as war that the chronicle unavoidably assumes the 
aspect of a class history rather than the record of a military unit during the Great 
War. Skillfully to camouflage it with martial thrills enough to interest the casual 
reader would require the imaginative art of the author of the daily communiques 
of the German war office during the autumn “retirement." As for setting down a 
veracious account of the private adventures of the individual members—boy, page 
Elinor Glynn and the shades of De Maupassant and Balzac, also release no copy 
until the discharges come through and the “C. O." is divested of his censorship 
authority, and by the way, get quotations on heavy asbestos. 

From its inception certain phases of the aircraft program were administered by 
the military. Under the selective service plan, whereby the government undertook 
to find for each man that place for which his civilian calling best fitted him, men 
began to be sifted from camp and cantonment and called from civilian life to assign¬ 
ments in the rapidly growing organization administering the production of aircraft 
in Detroit. From late in 1917 uniformed men have been a familiar sight in the motor 
and plane building shops of the city. For months, the detachment of enlisted men 
so serving were designated as the 816th Depot Aero Squadron and its affairs were 
handled from Chicago. The Hotel Charlevoix was selected as providing comfortable, 
well located quarters and the immediate command was vested in a succession of 
executive officers with varying success. 

.Although much for later reminiscence occurred prior to .August 1, 1918, the 
history proper can only begin with that date when the aviation section of the Signal 
Corps was established as a distinct branch of the military^ organization and the 
former aero squadron was given the new designation, Si.xth Detachment, Air 
Service, Aircraft Production. 

The change in designation was followed by no immediate change in routine. 
We continued to fall in at 6:45 in the morning and fall out after two deep breaths; 
we put in the same hours at the plants, stood evening formation at the same time 
and spent the subsequent hour besieging the orderly room for the nightly “late 
pass." Rumors of commissions, warrants or any sort of promotion had become so 
stale that even the feeblest humorist of the Detachment no longer ventured to launch 
this decrepit joke. 

The real history started late in August with the appearance of Lieutenant James F. 
White as commanding officer and Lieutenant Norman L. Kilcup as aide. In his 
first talk Lieutenant White informed us that he had been ordered to Detroit with 
instructions to put “the largest and most important detachment in the L^nited 
States" on a “strictly military basis." He sketched briefly an outline of his pro¬ 
gram and consternation prevailed. Rumor followed rumor, according to army 
psychology, until Harry Kelley finally had us bivouacked on Grand Circus Park 
until the barracks were built out beyond the Seven Mile Road whence we would 
“hike" to work each Monday morning in heavy marching order with six days’ field 
rations, drill evenings and guard the plants nights in addition to our work, our week 
ends being spent in thirty mile marches to Webb Lake and other points around 
Detroit. 

But the fears of the apprehensive ones soon appeared baseless and with the 
inauguration of the new program, the Detachment experienced the only period of 
consistent and intelligent military discipline and participated in the only organized 
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JAMES GOODRICH HEASLET, Major A. S. A. P- 

Major Heaslet resigned as Vice-President of the Studebatcer 
Corporation to enter the service of the Government, Sep¬ 
tember 1, 1917.

activities it had known within more than a year. We drilled three nights a week 
after work, and had calisthenics every morning before breakfast, for wffiich every man 
felt better. The men got behind a field and track meet, a public dance at the Arca¬ 
dia, and a ball game with the “gobs" from the River Rouge training station, putting 
on energetic ticket selling campaigns that netted S30S7.o0 on the three events. 
Non-com school was held every- Monday night, there was inspection every Saturday 
afternoon, and special artillery classes twice a week were inaugurated, A glee 
club w^as organized under the leadership of Sergeant Joe Kane. 

Morale was further heightened by the arrival of warrants effective October 1, 
recognizing in some measure the high grade work done by the men for so many 
months as privates. Lieutenant White received his captaincy at the same time. 

On October 4th, 1918, a detail of seventy-nine men arrived from Camp Grant, 
Rockford, HI., and became a part of the detachment. The boys proved to be likable 
fellows, got into our activities with no little spirit and were soon as much a part of 
us as those ’who had been here for many months. 

On October 21st, 1918, the detachment was saddened by the death of Private 
Paul Murphy of St* Paul, who contracted pneumonia early in the month and 
after a hard fight passed away early Monday morning. The entire detachment 
acted as guard of honor when the casket left for the station. “Murph" had become, 
in a fe’^v months, one of the best liked men among us, and his frank, generous nature 
and Irish wit made the loss one sincerely felt by every man. 

The most successful get-together was the dinner given at the Fellowcraft Club, 
Thanksgiving Eve* attended by practically every man. Major Butler, Major Heas¬ 
let, the officer heads of departments and the officers of the detachment were guests. 
The feast, with plenty of turkey for a foundation, w'as a “peach,” 

The signing of the armistice had no noticeable effect on our routine. Fighting 
stopped at once but production continued. A change of command occurred De¬ 
cember 1, when Captain White was made assistant to Major Heaslet and Lieutenant 
Kilcup our coriimanding officer. The oncoming of winter, the letting down of dis¬ 
cipline elsewhere and in pursuance of orders as outlined by Washington for all dc- 
tachinents, the ne>v “C. O,” abandoned formations, room checks and drills. 
Since that date w'e have known little of the rigors of military life, save the occasional 
unlucky bird who reported late on furlough, and the work has suffered no apparent 
set-back. 

The publication of this souvenir of our days together was decided upon at a 
dinner for the m6n given at the Board of Commerce January 9th, 1919. Since then 
the all-absorbing topic of conversation has been discharges, a few have already 
come through, and there seems to be very good prospects that a general release will 
occur shortly. 

And so closes the chronicle of the Sixth Detachment. Our service w*as humdrum, 
our duties ’were prosaic. We are denied the glory due those who endured the actual 
fighting; and the inevitable regret that we have not that experience behind us will 
always be ours. The time of parting is near and as we go back to civil pursuits, 
and varying fortunes attend our future lives, the less pleasant aspects of oiir past 
year will gradually fade. 

Insignificant then will seem the monotony of our tasks, the irksomeness of dis¬ 
cipline, and the sting that comes from sincere service scantly recognized. Tenderer 
w'ill be the memories of our life in common and its comradeship, more cherished 
the enduring friendships formed, plainer the realization of the honor of the uniform, 
let the service be wffiat it may. Whatever the regret our service brings us in its tack 
of compensations due the fighting man, w'e can carry^ ever the menory of one year 
with as fine comrades and true friends as come to a man, ’when life was lived fully 
and we made the most of what came.

Sixty-four had been re¬ 
ceived when air control became^ an established factor in the war. 

Thus while European armies were scouting, training guns and 
harassing troops with fairly successful aerial squadrons, America 
was seeing red and threatening dire consequences to an efficient and 
well equipped enemy with 118 aeroplanes, some of which were existent 
only by virtue of property accounts. European countries knew how 
long it had_ taken them to develop air fleets with their individual idea 
of production and naturally looked askance at America’s ability to 
make any sort of showing in the air if it went into the war 

In May, 1917 Colonel Deeds called to Washington Mr. J. G. 
Vincent, vi^-president and chief engineer of the Packard Motor Car 
Company, Detroit Michigan, and Mr. E. J. Hall, of the Hall-Scott 
Company of Berkeley, California. Mr. Vincent had developed 
a 200-horppower aviation motor for the Packard Company. It was 
designed for durability and safety and had a weight of four pounds

per horsepower. This motor had been mounted on a five-ton truck 
without engine or transmission; a four blade propeller was attached to 
the motor and, with wheels locked, the truck was skidded around at 
30|miles an hour. Mr. Hall had been developing.aviation engines for 
aeroplanes sold to foreign governments, chiefly in the Orient. 

Messrs. Hall and Vincent went to work on a motor that would 
combine all of the best features of the Packard, Cadillac, Roll-Rovce 
Hall-Scott and German Mercedes, thus taking elements from both 
aviation and automobile engines. As fast as la 3 ^out drawings were 
ready they were rushed to the Packard Motor Car Company’s plant 
in Detroit, where detailed drawings were made. 

On June 1st, 1917, the Aircraft Production Board and the Na\^- 

















Technical Board recommended a production of 22,600 aeroplanes for 
training and combat service. 

On July 4th, 1917, less than six weeks after the design was begun— 
an eight cylinder Liberty motor was completed and delivered to the 
Bureau of S^ndards at Washington. It functioned successfully and 
was the basis of the Liberty 12-cylinder motor of 330-horsepower, 
approximately two pounds per horsepower, which latter motor was 
built, given the 50 hour test and passed August 25th, 1917. In the 
whole history of motor design from the two cycle, single cylinder, 
candle-ignition motor up to the present time this accomplishment 
has no equal.
